TOKYO 一 The male giant 
panda Kang Kang died suddenly at 
the Ueno Zoo July 1. Zookeepers 
said _ the nine-year-old panda 
caught a cold last month and died

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Federal MBE Provision 


WASHINGTON 一 The US 
Supreme Court last week upheld 
the constitutionality of a federal 
works program which reserves 
10% of its grant monies for 
minority business- enterprise 
(MBE)， 

The 6 to 3 ruling was on the 
case of Eullilove v，Klutznick， 
which was one of a dozen lawsuits 
challenging the MBE provision of 
the Federal Public Works Emplov- 
ment Act passed by Congress in 
1977. The act specifically requires 
that 10% -of the 4$4 billion 
Program be set aside to be 
awarded to compamnies in which a 
minimal 50% interest is controlled 
by blacks，Hispanic Americans， 
Asian Americans， American 
Indians, 下 skimos or Aleuts. 

The case Was "heard :by the 
Supreme Court last- November， 
after both the Federal District 
Court and the US Court of 
Appeals for the Second Circuit，in 
New York State,，had found the 
piIogram constitutional. 

REMEDIAL 

Two separate opinions com- 
prised the majority ruling: “Chief 
Justice Warren 了 Burger，in one 
opinion， extolled the “compre- 
hensive ， remedial power” of 
Congress to _enforce the equal 
protection guarantees of the Con- 
stitution， and rejected the 
contention that Congress should 
act in a “wholly “color-blind 
fashion” in exercising that Power， 

“The Congress has not sought to 
give select minority groups 3a 
Preferred standing in the construc- 
tion industrv，but has embarked 
on a remedial program to Place 
them on a more equitabje footing 
with respect to public contract- 
ing “opportunities,” the ”Chief 
Justice wrote. 

BAK 天 瑟 

“Congress，after due considera- 
tion，perceived a pressing need to 
move foreward with :new 
approaches in the continuing 
effort to achieve the goal of 
equality of economic opportunitv. 
In _ this effort， Congress has 
necessary latitude to _ try new 
techniques such as the limited use 
of racial and:ethnic objectives : 
this .especially so _ in programs 
where voluntarv cooperation with 
remedial measures is induced by 
placing conditions on Federal 
expenditures.， That the Program 
mav_ press the outer limits of 
congressional authoritv affords 
no basis for striking it down,”he 
econtinued， 

In a_ concurring opinion，Asso- 
ciate Justice Thurgood Marshall 
referredq to the opinion he co- 
authored in the Unioersity of 
California Regents D，BakKe case. 


“Here，as in Bakke， minority 
underrepresentation is substan- 
tial and chronic，and . the 


handicap of past discrimination is 
impeding access of minorities to- 
the benefits of the governmental 
program. In these circumstances， 
remedying these-Present effects of 
past racial discrimination is a 
suffieiently ， important ， govern- 
mental interest to justifv theuse of 
racial classifications, he wrote. 
ODIOUS 

Two separate dissenting 
opinions were Written. Associate 
Justice ,Potter Stewart，in one 
opinion， .asserted that the MBE 
Provision contradicts the conisti- 
tutional guarantee against 
“invidqious discrimination by 
goyernmient”and:that 让 “derails” 
progress madeito eliminate detri- 
mental ” classifications based on 
Tace,” 

“Because of the Court s decision 
today， our statute books will once 
again have to contain laws that 
reflect the odious practice of 
delineating the qualities that make 
one person a Negro and make 
another white，the opinion read 

Associate Justice John Paul 
Stevens _ authored the other 
dissenting "opinion in which he 
used the example of 18th century 
France 一 including both the 
monopoly bv the nobilitv and the 
terror createq in the name of 
equality after_ the French Revo- 
juation = toOR Point2 outzthe 
“disastrous”effects of using birth 
as a basis of classification， 
Although he did not condemn the 
use of all racial classifications，he 
cautioned ， against hazv and 
unjustified'classification . 

“MONOPOLY 

“The direct beneficiaries of 
these monopolv privileges are the 
relativelv small number of persons 
within the racial _ classification 
who represent the entrepreneurial 
subclass 一 those who have, or can 
borrow， working capital,” he 
wrote. “Because Tacial charact- 
eristics So seldom _ provide  a 
relevant basis for disparate treat- 
ment，and because classifications 
based on race _ are potentiallv so 
harmful to the entire bodv pojlitic， 
it is especiallv important that the 
reasons for any Such classifica- 
tion be clearlv identified and 
unquestionably legitimate,” he 
continued. 

The Court's ruling on the MBE 
provision does not define the 
extent to Which race-based prefer- 
ences mayv be used by governmen- 
tal agencies， That question is 
contained within two cases the 
Court accepted for review jlast 
week.， In one，Minnick D Cali-

Thai Border Conflict 


The border conflict between Thai and Vietnamese 
troops has created tension in the entire reglon. 
During the past several weeks, Vietnamese refugees 
Tesumed their 介 light and _ hundreds have arrived in 
_Hong Kong by boats. Both Beijing and Hanoi have 
reported border skirmishes along the Vietnam=-China 
boundary and the two sides have traded piotests. 
Thailand's four Southeast Asian allies were quick to 
condemn the Vietnamese troops' intrusion into IThai- 
land, and the US airlifted military equipment to back 
the Thai armed forces. All these events point to the 
extremely Sensitive and potentially explosive Situation 
in the region. We would not be surprised to hear that 
some troublemakers are planning a full-scale war. 
No doubtthere are political disputes between China 
and Vietnam，between the two regimes in Cambodia， 
between TIhailand and Vietnam, and among different 
Southeast Asian nations. But if another war is initi- 
ated, it will only create more refugees and more suf- 


fering. No one will gain. 


The people in the region have suffered enough. 工 he 
United States and other nations in the world，who 
have aided and resettled the refugees, should make an 
extra effort to defuse the tension in the area and to put 


an end to Vietnam:s expansion activitieS.

China Opposes 
US Arms Sales 
To Taiwan 


HONG KONG 一 Beijing crit- 
icized Washington recently 二 US 
arms Sales to Taipei，according to 
the New China News Agency. The 
US government has approved two 
American aircraft manufactur- 
ers to _ sell advanced 下 -X inter- 
mediate fighters to Taiwan. 

Assistant ， Secretary of State 
Richard Holbrooke toldq the sub- 
committee on Asian and Pacific 
Affairs of the House last month 
that military equipment valued at 
approximately $800 million was 
sold to_ Taiwan in 1979.， Hol- 
brooke said the US was honoring 
Previous commitments to the 
Nationalists. 

A new package of arms equip- 
ment valued at $280 million will 
be sold to Taiwan， The package 
includes a battalion of I-hawk 
anti-aircraft missiles， anti-tank 
missiles,，a shipboard weapons fire 
control system along with 76mm 
rapid fire guns and an improved 
electronic identification System . 

The New China News Agency 
Said the US administration's posi- 
tion of continuous sales of arms to 
Taiwan after normalization has 
been “ constantly ， opposed “by 


Beijing.“US arms sales constitute 


afurther breach bythe US admin- 
istration of the principles

United ， Travel Bureau: Also 


charged were the company's oper- 
ators，Rickv Cheung，32，and Ko 
Ming _ Cheung，26. .The travel 
agency has branches at 838 Grant 
Avenue and in Los Angeles at 1212 
Wilshire Blvd. 
SMITH 

“According to consumer com- 
plaints,” Smith said in a statement 
last week, “the defendants have 
not been refunding deposits for 
customers after promising to do so 
when flight plans were changed. 
Furthermorfe, the defendants have 
been selling tickets to_ customers 
who thought they would have 90 
davs to_ use them，when in fact， 
the tickets were only good for 35 


,.qavs.” 
“The travel promoters also did 


not .disclose to their customers at 
the time of ticket purchase the 
airline _ carrier thev would be 
taking, departure dates and times， 
or cancellation policies as Pres- 
cribed by law,” Smith said.

VICTIMS 

According to the qdeclarations 
filed with the complaint， one 
victim learned while he was in the 
middle of his tour that his return 
ticket from Asia _ was about' to 
expire; he had to return home 
immediately without finishing his 
trip Or receiving compensation , 
Other victims were Dot :told that 
their return vacation flights were 


standby until thev got to their 
destinations,， As  a result， 
customers had to obtain a new Set 
of tickets at higher Prices in order 
to return home when they 
originallyplanned: ， 

Smith added that the travel， 
Promoters”practices had a trau- 
matic effect on its customers， most 
of whom are Chinese. “These 
people had often saved and 
planned for their trips back to visit 
their families and homeland for 
months or even years, They had 
worked out the smallest qetails of 
their trips，only to be told at the 
last minute that thevy coulq not go 
on schedule unless they agreedto a 
shorter vacation period，or paidq 
more monev，or _ even changed 
their travel dates completely. Not 
only did victims lose money，they 
were tremendously incon- 
venienced and frustrated by this 
upsetting experience.…

household 一 Fritz，his wife Dolly 
and her mother. They rarely had 
any<guests for dinner during this 
time，but Chin received $90 a 
month，almost a fortune in those 
days，and thus he was able to 
attend Heald Business College. 

He graduated in August，1931， 
and around this time was asked to 
become administrator of st: 
Mary's Chinese Lanmguage School. 
He taught a class for new immi- 
grants (“…A good number of lead- 
ers came from those classes”);， and 
on Sundays translated the Priest s 
sermons into Chinese for the 
Parishioners. 

He remembers becoming inteT- 
in Democratic politics， 
because of the fact that the Demo- 
crats called themselves“the party 
of the common man 一 a category 
with which Chin_ associated him- 
self. “When I heard that，I said 
that when I came of age I would 
Tegister as a Democrat.”Chin was 
later to go to Washington with 
Albert Chow and others to confer 
with Congressional representa- 
tives for repeal and ad justment of 
unjust immigration 1aws，Demo- 
cratic mayors John Shelley and 
Joseph Alioto, respectively, would 
later appoint and reappoint him to 
the SF Human Rights Commis- 
Silon. 

DRUM CORPS 

In 1940，Chin organized the St. 

Mary's Chinese Drum Corps, and

Chin was one of the organizers 
of the Chinese American Demo- 
cratic Club and the National Chi- 
nese Welfare Council. He was ac- 
tive in many Democratic cam- 
paigns including those for Irumams 
Stevenson，Kennedy，and Pat 
Brown. 

It was Republican movers and 
Shakeis，however，who came to 
Chin in 1972 and told him their re- 
search showed that Chin had the 
best chance of anyone in the Chi- 
nese community to be elected to

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SF Charter Comm's 2nd 
Draft Has Fewer Changes 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The SF 
Charter Commission recently re- 
leased the second draft of a pro- 
Posed new charter for the City and 
County. The second draft makes 

fewer changes in the current struc- 
ture of city government than the 
first dratft. 

The second draft retains an 
elected Treasurer and Assessor; 让 
changes the term and responsibili- 
ties of the Controller，but leaves 
that office its traditional indepen- 
dence. The present Chief Admin:- 
istrative Ofhcer would be replaced 
by a Director of Administration 
appointed by the Mayor for a four- 
year term，removable only with 
the consent of the Supervisors， 
Any raise in Supervisors” salaries 
must be approved by the voters. 

All current departments and 
commissions would ,be retained in 
the' new charter. 

PERSONNEL 

The Commission proposes ma- 
jor changes in the city's personnel 
System，with the Civil Service 
Commission to hear appeals and 
conduct investigations，and a Per- 
sonnel Department to be the em- 
Ployment agency for all depart- 
ments of the City and County， 

An important provision of the 
personnel Systems would allow the 
possibility of collective bargaining 
agreements to replace the current 
wage formulas when conditions 
can be agreed upon by the city and 
the bargaining units.

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Fun and Fitness Highlight 
Summer at the YMCA

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The wood 
and glass offhice of the YMCA 
physical education director sits o 人 f 
to the left of the center s entrance. 
Young children play in the daycare 
Program to the right of the en- 
trance，and the distant Sound of 
laughter and children's volces is 
constant. 

Groups of two and three chil- 
dren drift in, all carrying little sat- 
chels with towels and Swim suits， 
Peeking alittle timidly into the 
office, they come to register for a 
week of the YMCA'S Learn to 
Swim Program. 


Each child solemnly hands four 
dollar bills to PE director Mary 
Wong，who ritualistically checks 
for their parents"” permilssion slips， 
and gives them their program 
ticket. Transactions complete,， the 
children scamper oft，and Mary 
Wong returns to her woOrk. 

ENTHUSIASM 

Wong has only been at the 
YMCA since lastOctober, so this 
is her:fhrst Summer Swim session， 
and she ls enthusiastic 


“The program's going really 
well”Wong beams proudly. The 
eight weeks of weekly sessions 
(with five daily class times) in basic 
swimming for children 8 to 12 
years old usually instruct 1000 chil- 
dren_ each summer，Wong esti- 
miates. Last week, 110 children at- 
tended the sessions (there is alimit 
of 40to a class),but Wong expects 
an increase in the coming weeks. 


Wong sees the instruction as 汉 
valuable community service, and a 
bargain as well.

$15 for similar classes，Wong said 

Wong said she learned much 
about the program from the in- 
structors and coordinators who 
had worked on the program in Pre- 
vious summers.
